RUBBER KILLED 
HS AID WOUNDED 
AS DETECTIVES 


THWART HOLDUP 


Officers Also Injured 
in University City 
Shooting — Second 
Thief Terrorizes Five 
Before His Capture. 


A robber was killed and his 

companion was wounded in a 
‘ pistol battle yesterday when 
two University City detectives 
interrupted a holdup at Irwin’s 
Drug Store, 6601 Olive boule- 
vard. 

Both detectives also were 
wounded in the exchange of 
shots. 

The wounded man, Ivan L. 
Deckard, fled on foot and en- 
tered a house at 1015 Irma 
avenue, University City, about 
four blocks from the drug 
store. He held four occupants 
of the home at bay and forced 
Mrs. Oliver Fischer Sr. to 
bandage his wounded arm and 
give him a shirt and jacket 
to replace his bloodied gar- 
ments. 

Deckard, who escaped from 
a detention cell in the Federal 
Building last April 13, then 
forced Richard R. Wetzel, 6229 
Ridge avenue, Wellston, to 
drive him away from the Fisch- 
er home. Deckard was finally 
captured by “St. Louis. police- 
men in the attic of a home at 
3728A North ‘Twenty-first 
street. 

The dead robber was identi- 
fied as Herbert J. Lorts, 34 
years old, of the 6200 block of 
Julian, avenue, Welistén. Lorts, 
who had served four terms in 
the Missouri Penitentiary for 
burglary and possession of-bur- 
glar tools, was shot through 
the heart. 

Detectives Wounded. 

The wounded detectives are 
Raymond Bruno, 54, 7043 Mel- 
rose avenue, and Stanley Top- 
per, 34, 8362 Orchard avenue, 
both of University Citys Bruno 
was shot in the chest and left 
arm, Topper in the left fore- 
arm.

WASHINGTON, May 18 
(UPI) — President Eisenhower 
today announced his selection 
of Secretary of the Navy 
Thomas S. Gates Jr. to succeed 
the late Donald A. Quarles as 
Deputy Defense Secretary. 

Gates’ nomination will be 
submitted to the Senate tomor- 
row. He resigned earlier this 
year as Secretary of Navy, ef- 
fective on May 30, to return 
to the investment banking busi- 


ness. But apparently after the 
death of Quarles the President 
and Defense Secretary of De- 
fense Neil H. McElroy. per- 
suaded him to remain in Gov- 
ernment as deputy defense 
secretary. 
The announcement came soon 
after McElroy announced he 
had called in Adm:, Arthur W. 
Radford: retired, a# consultant 
in the absence of Gen. Nathan 
F. Twining, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. Twining 
is recuperating from a_ lung 
cancer operation. Radford was 
Twining’s predecessor as chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs. 
Franke Successor. 
Gates’s resignation as Navy 
Secretary was announced Jan. 
30. William B. Franke was 
nominated to succeed him. 
Gates, 53 years old, and a 
native of Germantown, Pa., 
has been in the Defense De- 
partment since 1953 when he 
was made Under Secretary of 
Navy. He has been Navy Sec- 


tretary since March 1957. 


Before joining the Govern- 


j ment, Gates was a partner in 


Drexel & Co., a Philadelphia 
investment firm. He is a Re- 
publican. 

Gates was on active duty 
with the Navy through most of 
World War II, serving in both 
the Atlantic and Pacific. He is 
now a captain on the retired 
list of the naval reserve. 

In recent public statements, 
Gates has stressed the need for 
more unified thought and ac- 
tion by the military chiefs. 

He ‘said only last Friday in 
a speech that “good sense ar- 
gues for more understanding 
and fundamental agreement” 
among the service chiefs who 
are now, he said, continuing to 
“struggle with divided opin- 
ions.” 

Gray Speculation. 

There had been rumors over 
the weekend that Gordon Gray, 
the President’s adviser on na- 
tional security matters, might 
be named to succeed Quarles, 
who died of a heart attack 
May 8. 

McElroy said in announcing 
that he had called in Radford 
that he felt the need for a con- 
sultant with the retired chair- 
man’s experience. McElroy 
does not have military or tech- 
nical background.

Criticism by Bar. 

The Supreme Court has been 
criticized by bar groups and 
others for decisions in cases 
affecting alleged subversives. 

“Often there are segments 
of society which want courts 
to be agencies of retribution, 
not dispensers of justice,” 
Douglas wrote. “It is against 
these groups that the bar must 
be opposed.” 

“Any American court,” he 
continued, “is supposed to be 
pro-First Amendment, pro- 
Fourth Amendment, pro-Fifth 
Amendment, pro- Fourteenth 
Amendment, and so on, for it 
is the Constitution the judges 
and sworn to defend.” 

That the law applies equally 
to all is elementary, he. said, 
“but after reading some com- 
mentators who proclaim that 
at least in security cases the 
courts should use an abbrevi- 
ated form of due process: of 
law, I wonder whether the hys- 
teria of a few has not made 
new demands upon us.” 

Damage Abroad. 

“One sometimes needs to go | 
abroad to get perspective of 
his own country,” said Doug- 
les. “The American reputa- 
tion for intolerance has grown 
alarmingly in recent years. The 
attitudes that reach the foreign 
press are not so much the quiet 
work of courts in seeing that 
even the despised person gets 
a fair trial, as the pronounce- 
ments of officials and other 
groups condemning people not 
for their deeds but for their 
ideas. 

“The witch hunt, in addition 
to putting much pressure on 
agencies of government to low- 
er the standards of law ad- 
ministration at Home, has done 
us incaiculable damage 
abroad.” 

In conclusion, he said: 

“We should know that total 
ecurity is possible only in a 
totalitarian regime. Then all 
classrooms can be patrolled, 
all professors tested for or- 
thodoxy, the press censored, 
and radio and television scripts 
censored so there will be no 
ideological strays. 

“Such a system would give 
us ‘security’ in the Communist 
sense of the term. But we 
will have lost that passion for 
freedom which has made 
America the inspiration of op-

In view of the timing and 
other circumstances, it is hard 
to believe that the decision by 
Reuters and_ the * Industries 
Federation was not officially 
approved, or even actively en- 
couraged. One of the issues in 
dispute here is the Soviet de- 
mand for some sort of dé facto 
recognition of the Communist 
regime in East Germany. The 
British think that. de facto 
recognition ought ‘to be. ac- 
corded. And the move by 
Reuters and the Industries 
Federation looks unhappily 
like a unilateral first step in 
the direction desired by the 
Foreign Office and opposed by 
Britain’s allies. , 

Rumor of an Understanding. 

The second installment is far 
more sensational though for- 
tunately far more doubtful. 


Reports have reached Secre-| 


tary of State Christian Herter 
and his French colleague, 
Maurice Douve de Murville, of 
Angle-Soviet transactions that 
would set a wholly new pat- 
tern. 

The reports, apparently from 
Turkish and German sources, 
suggest that an important 
Anglo-Soviet economic and po- 
litical deal has been made. It 
is alleged that the British Gov- 
ernment has tentatively agreed 
to extend a massive purchasing 
credit to the Soviet Govern- 
ment, in order to-increase So- 
viet trade with Britain. It is 
further alleged that the Soviets 
have undertaken to order the 
Arab Communist parties not to 

isturb British oil interests. In

On their face, these reports 
are incredible. Yet the evidence 
cited is troubling in itself.

Again, it appears that, during 
Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
rmnillan’s Moscow visit, Nikita 
Khrushchev really did drop a 
hint of some sort about British 
oil interests in the Middle East. 

Maybe it is taking what is 
called a catastrophic view of 
the Middle Eastern situation. 
But the fact remains that with 
Iraq already virtually in their 
grasp, and with Iran in grave 
danger, the Soviets may soon 
possess a powerful lever for 
use in London. If they ever 
truly control the Iraqi and 
Iranian oi] sources, they will 
surely apply the lever to the 
full. It would be characteristic 
of Khrushchev to drop some 
hint about this when he had 
the chance. 

Altogether, there is far too 
much raw material for a really 
bad misunderstanding between 
the Americans and French and 
their. British allies. On the 
one crucial point, the sanctity 
of the freedom of West Berlin, 
the British’ swear they will 
never give way; and what they 
say on this point has every ap- 
pearance of sincerity. 

On other points of substance 
as well as tactics, the British 
are widely separated from the 
other allies. The separation is 
being made worse by the sort 
of things above described. 
Moreover, some of these things, 
like the ill-timed opening of 
two sémi-official offices in 
East Germany, seem to consti- 
tute legitimate grounds for 
complaint.

First, John 
Foster Dulles has long been 
opposed; second, both the FBI 
and the Secret Service are wor- 
ried over the prospect of pro- 
tecting .Khrushchey in the 
United States. This is a real 
worry, which the. President 
shares. He says it gives him 
the shivers when he thinks of 
what might happen to the 
peace of the world if Khrush- 
chev were injured in the 
United States. 


However, Herter convinced 
the President he had no alter- 
native. Since Vice President 
Nixon is going to Moscow with 
complete freedom to tour all 
Russian cities and even return 
home via Siberia, Herter ar- 
gued that we will have to give 
Khrushchev the privilege of ei- 


The agreement.was twofold: 


ther opening the Soviet trade 
fair in New York or coming 
to a summit conference in the 
United States. 

So if there ts reasonable 
agreement at Geneva, Herter 
will ‘propose the date of Aug. 
1 or Aug. 3 to Khrushchev for 
a meeting here. Afterward, 
Khrushchev will be invited to 
tour the United States. 


One condition will be at- 
tached—namely, that the tour 
take place only after the con- 
ference. Thus if Khrushchev 
is too negative at the summit, 
he will get a‘sour reaction from 
the American people. Herter 
hopes this will make for more 
success at the conference table. 

The FBI likes the idea of 
San Francisco as a summit site 
because the meetings would be 
held in the. presidio,, the old 
Spanish fortress now used by 
the United States Army and 
overlooking the Pacific ocean. 
Security there would be easy. 
Only hitch might be. an objec- 
tion from Khrushchev against 
holding the conference in an 
army installation.

Automation Is Key to Survival 
Of American Way, Report Says

| UTOMATION of American industry, a development that 


viewed as “the key to the survival of our way of life” 


in a report issued today. 
Increased automation will 

provide greater industrial pro- 

ductivity needed “to meet the 


‘eompetition from our enemies 


and to provide the higher liv- 
ing standards and easier life 
that our people are demand- 
ing,” the study stated. 

Issued by the National 
Planning Association, a non- 
profit, planning and study or- 
ganization, the report surveys 
some conflicting views of the, 
effects of automation on busi- 
ness and labor, and on the eco- 


i nomic and social. life of the 


country. It was prepared by 


John Diebold, a student of au- 


tomation and head of a man- 
agement consultant, firm. 

The repoit noted that auto- 
mation has spread _ rapidly 
since the end of World War II, 
with sales of automatic ma- 
chinery booming. 

“For example,” Diebold stat- 
ed, “the automation equipment 
industry, which scarcely exist- 
ed at the end of the war, grew 
to a three-billion-dollar _ in- 
dustry in 1954, and by 1960 
it is estimated that sales will 
reach seven billions. 


“Spending for control instru- 


1940 to $65,000,000 by 1953. and 
is expected to reach $150,000,- 
000 by 1960.” 


The report listed a number 
of factors. that may sérve to 
slow the spread of automation. 


|!Among them were: High cost 


of equipment needed for auto- 
matic processes; shortage of 
technical manpower; length of 
time required to plan and con- 
struct automated factories, and 
the probability that most in- 
dustries will never become 
entirely automatic. 

The study devotes consider- 
able attention to whether auto- 
mation will cause unemploy- 
ment. Without answering the 
quéstion flatly, it cited “rea- 
sons for believing that auto- 
mation “in practice has had 
more of a tendency to create 
jobs than to do away with

our colleges and universities. At the invita- 


tion of Newsweek, 10 of them already have ° 


done so. Without exception, all said in one 
way and another what distinguished critics 
ve been say- 
ing for years. The refrain of the 10 was that, 
by and large, American college education is 
not nearly as good ‘as it ought to be. 

“The best American: learning is of the 
same quality as the best European learning,” 
said William Franklin Edgerton of the, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, “but we have less of “the 
best and more of the worst. This is an un- 
avoidable by-product of our struggle to edu- 
cate everybody.” George N. Shuster of Hunter 
College was sharper: “In basic research in 


. mathematics and science we still must rely 


heavily on the Europeans. . . . Humanistic 
and philosophical studies are not getting their 
share of support. Classical studies have 
atrovhied.” 


Flora Murray Scott of the University of | 
California in Los Angeles repeated the com- . 


plaint that “the average student entering col- 
lege can’t write and express himself and does 
not read intelligently.” Charles W. Hendel 
of Yale pleaded for “the criterion of excel- 
Jence,” saying that “it is better to have quality 
and a smaller quantity of graduates than to 
pretend to take care of everybody and neglect 
everybody.” John W. Gruner of Minnesota 
believes that “all colleges must insist on high- 
er entrance requirements.” Edward H. Taylor 
of the University of Kansas was most specific 
about what is needed on the campus—nothing 
less than “a revolution in the schools of edu- 
cation that will create teachers with learning 
as well as techniques of teaching.” 

Revolutions are hard to touch off. In the 
way of humans, many of the teachers’ college 
people are disposed to defend what they have 
been doing rather than to change it. Direct- 
ly and through their graduates, they have 
much influence with state superintendents of 
education, school boards and school admin- 
istrators. In effect,-they write state regula- 
tions—such as those of Florida—which keep 
well educated persons out of .class rooms 
while opening teaching positions to those who 
have no@ more to recommend them than 
“credits” in methodology. Yet this teachers’ 
group would not prevail if parents and stu- 
dents protested against the lowering of stand- 
ards of mass education. 

In the face of our developing educational 
crisis and the magnitude of world problems 
which only educated men may hope to over- 
come, too many of us, alas, do not care how 
a diploma is earned. We regard it as an aid 
in getting a well-paid job. If that is all we 


- think of a diploma, it may be just as well 


that it is small enough to be whisked out of 
sight into a pocket or handbag. Yet the na- 
tion needs proud diplomas of which it.can 
be proud. 7 


A Legacy From Peron 

The general strike against the Frondizi gov- 
ernment which has tied up most of Argentina’s 
heavy industry illustrates how difficult it is 
for a nation’ to drop the impractical and 
demagogic trappings of a dictatorship such 
as that of Juan Peron. 

Between his unrealistic schemes for eco- 
nomic development, general inefficiency and 
efforts to buy labor support with arbitrarily 
enforced wage rises, Peron left Argentina 
with inflation, debt and a drain of currency. 
For example, the country was ‘producing only 
58 per cent of its oil needs and paying $300,- 
000,000 annually for foreign oil. When 
Arturo Frondizi became President, he ini- 
tiated an austerity program against inflation 
and excessive imports and invited . foreign 
capital. . F 

The current strike Ly 62 unions, pack 
with Peron supporters, is a_political effort to 
destroy the austerity policy. It is also an 
effort to restore Peron schemes which seemed 
to grant something for nothing. That cannot 
be done, of course. Argentina will have to 
pay for the Peron legacy in order to progress 
toward better economic conditions for all. 


Panic Out of Prejudice 

The West Cabanne Place Association, 
through Sidney Pultman, its president, speaks 
for the best interests of this community by 
warning its members against “panic selling” 
of their fine old homes. Such sales are 
craftily stimulated by unscrupulous real 
estate operators peddling racial prejudice for 
a profit. West Cabanne place is charming, 
liveable and convenient. Home owners who 
value its marked advantages will think twice 
about dancing to the tune of any real estate 
dealer disrupting a neighborhood for the 
cash he can squeeze out of it. 


Spain Is Not for NATO 

France again haseraised the question of ad- 
mitting Spain to the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. For this, Paris has the support of 
Portugal, Italy and Turkey. In view of the per- 
sonal entente between De Gaulle and Ade- 
nauer, Germany probably would assent. 

This indicates that the French at least have 
decided to forget the bitterness engendered 
by the Spanish civil war; and ‘t is realistic to 
accept the Spanish dictatorship as the fact 
that it is. The United States and the other 
NATO members did this when air and naval 
bases were established on the peninsula. - 

Some of the northern NATO members, 
however, are extremely reluctant to go far- 
ther than that. Norway threatened in 1956 to 
veto Spain’s admission and is still opposed. 
Denmark also is outspoken. 

Thus it seems certain that Spain’s admis- 
sion to NATO would result in a serious strain, 
if not an outright split, and it is difficylt to 
discern compensating benefits. We already 
have the bases and a military aid arrangement 
with Franco. While NATO membership 
would bring Spanish forces under the su- 
preme commander in Paris, it is a question 
whether they could be used elsewhere than 
in Spain in view of Franco’s repeated asser- 
tion that their prime function is internal. Fur-

Continuation of the subsidized low-rent 
public housing program is as essential to the 
rebuilding of the nation’s urban centers as is 
continuation of the more popular urban. re- 
development program. Slums cannot be 
cleared unless there are places for slum resi- 
dents to move. Public housing provides the 
only clean, decent shelter available to some of 
these people. To kill off public housing 
would be to deprive the cities of a tool neces- 
sary for their survival. 


Castro Reopens a University 

It should not go unnoticed that Premier 
Fidel Castro has reopened Havana University 
which had been closed these last two and a 
half years. As is so often the case in coun- 
tries run by dictators, Cuba’s leading uni- 
versity was an early center of opposition to 
Fulgencio Batista. Shortly after Castro re- 
volted, the now deposed dictator closed the 
University in Degember, 1956. His excuse 
was that he wanted to stop outbreaks of 
violence. All that is history now. Castro went 
in person to'the university to signal the re- 
sumption of classes and in a large outdoor 
assembly of students described his plans to 
expand the Cuban educational system. We 
can give Cuba’s strange new leader a good, 
solid score on this. : 


Take It or Leave It 

The instances of identital bidding which 
TVA has disclosed in conductor cables, trans- 
fotmers and chemicals ought to be receiving 
some earnest consideration from the Anti- 
Trust Division of the Department of Justice. 
General Electric, Allis‘ Chalmers and Penn- 
sylvania Transformer did not even bother to 
try to make it look right in submitting identi- 
cal bids of $112,272. Nor did the eight con- 
cerns that bid $198,438.24—all the way,down 
to the pennies—on a contract for conductor 
cable. If this is not evidence of collusion, 
those Duke University researchers have some 
amazing new research material on the laws 
of chance.

WASHINGTON, May 18—In 
the uproar over delays in Sen- 
ate action on presidential nom- 
inntions, little notice has been 
given to a group of appoint- 
ments that present a more 
acute problem of delay.

Senate Judiciary Committee. | ™ 


Some of them have been there. 
since January awaiting action. 


Reasons for the delay in the 
judiciary committee vary. Pol- 
ities may be involved in some 
cases. Also southern feelings 
about the racial issue. And 
there may simply be a coém- 
mittee tradition of sluggish- 
ness. 


The greatest protests about 
senatorial delay have come 
over the nomination of Lewis 
L. Strauss as Secretary of 
Commerce. It has been in the 
Commerce Committee since 
January. 

But at least the commerce 
committee has held hearings, 
even if extended ones, The ju- 
diciary committee has not even 
scheduled hearings on 16 nom- 
inees for judgeships. 


No Assignments. 


Ordinarily judicial nomina- 
for hearing 
by a special judiciary subcom- 
mittee created for the occasion. 
But the earliest nomination 
now pending has not even been 
assigned to a subcommittee. 


That is the nomination of J. 
Smith Henley to be a district 
judge in the eastern dfstrict of 
Arkansas. He is now serving 
on a recess appointment. A 
regular nomination went to the 
Senate last Jan. 17. 


Thé racial question appears 
to be involved in the Henley 
hold-up. Judge Henley is a 
former Department of Justice 
official, a factor not pleasing 
to some Southern members of 
the judiciary committee. The 
district includes Littlé Rock. 


Five appointments to the 
United States Court of Appeals 
are before the committee. Théy 
are Herbert S. Boreman for 
the Fourth circuit, Phillip For- 
man for the Third, Lester L.

CATHOLIC BISHOPS CAUTION 
EAST GERMAN COMMUNISTS 


BERLIN, May 8 (AP)—Ro- 
man Catholic bishops in Com- 
munist East Gepmany yester- 
day warned the regime against

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Brandied Strawberry Sauce

IT’S A HAPPY DAY when the scarlet strawberry 
takes over in the fruit:departments. Gone is the perplex- 


ing problem of what to serve for dessert; the only de- 
cision to be made is how this favorite among berries shall 


come to the table. 


There are so many, many ways and 


so relatively short a time to try them all. 


Fresh strawberries from Cali- 
fornia and Arkansas have been 
available in St. Louis markets 
for some weeks but now we are 
on the threshold of the home- 
grown season, which will be 
followed by shipments from 
Michigan. The rains last week 
were a blessing for the home- 
grown crop, which had suffered 
from a late freeze and an early 
drouth. 


So do get out the family’s 
favorite strawberry recipes, and 
during the next few weeks try 
some of these new desserts 
that appeal to both the eye and 
the appetite. 


Ice cream, baked custard 
and plain cake move from the 
“simple dessert” to the “im- 
portant” category when served 
with this warm fresh berry 
sauce with just a hint of 
brandy, 


Brandied Strawberry Sauce. 


Two cups sliced fresh straw- 
berries. 


One-half cup sugar. 

One and one-half cups straw- 
berry juice and water. 

Two tablespoons quick-cook- 
ing tapioca. 

Dash of salt. 

Two teaspoons lemon juice. 

Two tablespoons brandy. 

Combine strawberries and 
sugar. Let stand ‘30 minutes. 
Drain; add enough water to 
juice to make one and one-half 
cups. 

Mix strawberry juice and 
water, quick-cooking tapioca 
and salt in saucepan. Cook and 
stir over medium heat until 
mixture comes to a boil. 

Remove from heat. Add 
lemon juice, brandy and 
strawberries.

CHICAGO, May 18 (AP)— 
Reports of weekend rainfall 
over parts of the great plains 
had a slightly bearish effect 
today on rye and new crop 
wheat futures contracts on the 
Board of Trade. Other grains 
and soybeans, however, were 
steady to firm.

Some of the stores did 
less business than the year be- 
fore, and this decline resulted 
in reduced earnings, he said. 
Dividends paid during 1958 
were $2.20 per share of com- 
mon stock, the same as in the 
two previous years. 


Substantial Growth. 

In the last 10 years the com- 
pany has grown substantially. 
Net sales increased fram $392,- 
915,0C in fiscal 1950 to $540,-

tion. According to Federal Re- 
serve reports, department store 
sales in 1958 were 37 per cent 
greater than in 1949, com- 
pared with a 38 per cent gain 
for the May stores in the last 
10 years.

Writing for a special section 
on admission to college in the 
current issue of the Amherst 
Alumni News, Dean Wilson 
says there are 75 to 100 col- 
leges in stage three of “many 
called, few chosen.” Such insti- 
tutions as Amherst and Mar- 
vard only entered stage three 
after World. War II, and were 
able to really select the stu- 
dents they wanted, he writes. 

In stage two—“only the qual- 
ified” —- Dean Wilson places 
250 colleges. The remainder, 
some 650 institutions, will ac- 
cept almost any student with 
a warm body and a good check. 


“Even the old private schools 
in New England” have felt the 
new trend away from the “Lit- 
tle Three” and the Ivy League, 
Dean Wilson writes. “Schools 
which once sent all graduates 
to 10 to 20 colleges, now send 
their graduates to 30 or 50.” 
He predicts that in another 10 
years these independent schools 
will be sending their graduates 
to about 75 to 100 different 
colleges, 


Getting the prestige “prep” 
schools to admit the truth of 
Dean Wilson's remarks 
been impossible {n the last few 
years. But in the same issue 
of the Alumni News, G. Gren- 
ville Benedict, dean of stu- 
dents at Phillips Academy, An- 
dover, Mass., finally lays his 
cards on the table. 


“Two trends have been in 
evidence for some time,” Bene- 
dict writes. “First, the. number 
of colleges in which Andover 
graduates matriculate has been 
steadily growing. Second, it be- 
comes just a bit harder each 
year for the average boy to 
make the college of his 
choice.” 

Benedict continues: “Twenty

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“Are TV Ratings 


Boon or Curse?

THE SENATE INTERSTATE AND FOREIGN COM-

What the committee 
has accomplished to date, 
in my opinion, has been 
to arrive at a better 
understanding of what 
ratings are, their effects 
on the industry, and why. 
In the absence of a final 
report, however, these 
observations are wholly 
personal: 

Ratings rule the tele- 
vision industry. 
>» Performers hate them 
or will hate them when 
their ratings slip. 

, Program directors 
both fear and respect 
them, 

Advertising agencies 
and industry sales execu- 
tives depend on them as 
necessary tools to clinch

sales to time ‘buyers. 


Sponsors are highly sensitive to ratings; often en- 
slaved by them. 

The viewing public generally is apathetic until 
some favorite program suddenly disappears or is 
shunted to an inconvenient time slot, alternate 
fates that await all programs when ratings plum- 
met, It is then too late, however, for the public to 
dé anything about it because the rating sickness 
almost always is fatal. 

When you or I in the quiet of our home watch a tele- 
vision program, it is, I believe, a matter of some indiffer- 
ence to us whether the nzighbor next door or the family 
across the street is watching the same program. 

Nor are we too concerned if 5, 10, or 50 per cent of 
the viewers in the city, area, or nation, are tuned in on the 
same telecast. The interest of viewers is individual and 
there is a great disparity in tastes. 

The interest of advertising agencies, network execu- 
tives, and most sponsors, on the other hand, is in mass im- 
pact. For that reason they care very much what percentage 
of the television audience is viewing any particular pro- 
gram. Size takes pretedence over quality. 

I do not say this in criticism. Television operation is 
expensive. Time, basically, is the only thing stations or 
networks have to sell although they may create programs 
in order to sell segments of their time to sponsors. Such 
segments vary from a few seconds to several hours, and in 
a day’s operation there are many of them. Whether a seg- 
ment is sold or unsold the operation must go on, and sales 
are the only source of revenue. 

The value of a time segment depends on the esti- 
mated audience a program will draw. How to measure 
this audience which determines the value of the time 7 
ment is the industry’s most painful problem. © 

Theaters can measure a play’s appeal at the box office. 
Ball clubs measure team attraction at the gate. Newspapers 
measure acceptance by circulation receipts. Television 
serves the public for free. 

Municipal concerts, civic celebrations and parades, 
political meetings, also are free, but here viewers or lis- 
teners are assembled and visible so that their numbers can 
be readily estimated. The television audience is secluded 
and dispersed. 

In an effort to measure this invisible audience a num- 
ber of independent rating services have been set up to 
sample reception in TV owners’ homes. Methods used in- 
clude interviews, diaries, phone calls and recording de- 
vices placed—with the owner’s consent—in selected sets. 
Only a sampling is attempted or economically feasible. 


Some of these samples appear ridiculously 
small—as low as 950 homes for the entire nation 
—and the highest of all, 67,000. 

No attempt is made'to measure quality or re- 
action to any given program. Said the president 
of one of the nation’s largest rating services in 
testimony before a Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce subcommittee: 

“We merely record what people viewed — not 
whether they liked it.” This compan: takes its 
sample from 1050 of the nation’s homes, and from 
this sample projects the programs seen on 43,- 
000,000 TV sets. 


Ratings have no impact on the public until after they 
have been sold to the service’s clientele and used by the 
clientele to sell or place time for program offerings or kill 
existing programs. It is the sponsor, agency o- industry, 
which interprets and acts on them, 

There are two schools of thought about the effect 
of ratings, one that they stimulate performance competi- 
tion, the other that. they spell death to originality and 
creativeness. I incline to the latter view. 

A comedian achieves a spectacular rating. Agencies 
and networks try to match it by flooding the channels 
with the same type of comedy. A horse opera gallops to 
a high rating and we have a plethora of Westerns, I recall 
the year of the quiz show, the year of the who-done-its, 
the year of country music. The. public likes. them all but 
perhaps not in such overwhelming doses. 

Yet while the game of matching ratings goes on, some 
programs with mediocre but constant ratings have proved 
more durable over the years than those that have zoomed 
like a skyrocket, then quickly fizzled. 

In the last analysis the public is uever fooled. It is 
my personal opinion that ratings, while I concede they are 


a useful tool, are grossly overrated.

. . . Get Started Now ,.. Re- 
lax! . .. Watch Your Nutria 
Grow ... Most Profitable Fur 
Bearing Animal.” 

Go ahead, buy ‘em. Watch 
them breed like mad. Unzip- 
per their little hides every so 
often and sell ’em by the great 
big fur-coat load at two-figure 
prices per pelt—now fade out 
on the dream of El Dorado 
scampering around your own 
back yard. The Better Business 
Bureau and the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
the saddened state of Louisiana 
go along with the dream only 
on one point. The nutria will 
breed like mad all right. Like 
mad rats.

The truth is, the nutria ar- 
rived at this top-side devel- 
opment because a nutria does 
not look pretty even to an- 
other nutria, and while 
mama’s servicing her little 
darlings she’s spared the 
sight of them. 


Full grown, a nutria can weigh 
as much as 30 pounds — and 
that is a lot of rat. “Nutria” is 
the Spanish word for otter. 
The Conquistadores called myo- 
castor coypus the nutria when 
they came across it in its na- 
tive South America because 
they thought the rodent looked 
like a form of European otter. 
The Conquistadores didn’t have 
an eye for much except gold. 
They really should have taken 
time ‘to look again at the nu-. 
tria. The Spaniards must have 
had a better word for him. 

The nutria has been de- 
scribed by more accurate nat- 
uralists than the Conquista- 
dores as “resembling a stunted 
beaver with a messy coat.” The 
hind feet are webbed and the 
forefeet are used handily, shov- 
eling whole acres of crops at 
a time into the maws of nutria 
mobs roaming swampy South- 
land farms. The teeth and tail 
are rat model, de luxe size. 

Despite the strain it is for a 
nutria to resemble something 
its mother can love, the animal 
does work up into a good-look- 
ing fur coat. The word to watch

Our countryside doesn’t ap- 
peal to a nutria’s tastes. It’s 
happiest along the Gulf 
Coast and swampy areas of 
the Mississippi. 


There have been three nutria 
“breeding stock” booms in the 
United States. The Better Busi- . 
ness Bureau believes the cur- 
rent, third boom is well on the 
way to joining the other two as 
a bust. The first boom was 
started in Iberia parish in 
Louisiana. A _ hurricane set 
free some of the nutria penned 
there and the rest were turned 
loose by disgusted breeders. 
That was all the start the nu- 
tria needed. 


“False pitches by ‘con’ men 
trying to get business men to 
start farms by misrepresenting 
the value of the pelts” was the 
leading menace cited by a 
B.B.B. official. “(One) nutria 
outfit has sold over a million 
dollars worth of nutrias, and 
can well afford to hand out 
some fancy prices for (a few) 
pelts. On the surface, these 
checks seem to be convincing 
proof of a high market for 
nutria pelts, but were. they 
are no such thing. 


Wisconsin and Dunder vedio 
have outlawed the rat as a 
menace to agriculture, and 
there’s a hint at a side view 
toward saving the more gul- 
lible citizens from going into 
the breeding business. The Na- 
tional Better Business Bureau 
has reported, “There are some 
sincere and honest elements in 
the nutria fur-growing busi- 
ness .. . but the size and qual- 
ity of the pelts at a recent 
raw-fur market sale was so in- 
ferior to the wild products that 
many breeders have abandoned 
the venture.” 

At least one St. Louisan is 
standing by the nutria, friendly 
and firm. He bought two breed- 
ing stock nutria from a Cali- 
fornia promoter several years 
ago, and the busy rascals have 
increased their tribe mightily. 
He hasn’t sold any yet. 

“I’m waiting to get my herd 
up to where I can skin out 
600 a year. I figure on getting 
$30 a pelt, maybe $15,000 to 
$18,000 a year,” he said. 

His happy little herd will 
come as an awful shock to the 
woman furrier of a local firm. 
“The nutria is a wonderful fur 
coat,” she said to a man who 
sounded like he had a chorus 
girl in mind. “It’s in the bea- 
ver family, and very exotic. 
Comes only from South Amer- 
ica, and they guard it highly.”

IT WAS AN INTERESTING EXPERIENCE in Wash- 


ington, on Thursday, to go with the group that has carried | 


on the work of the Housing Association and see what is 
happening in the clearing of Washington slums. 

Twenty-five years ago, the alleys were the point at 
which we were aiming our work, and these have to a very 
large extent disappeared. Large areas have been cleared 
and are planned for rebuilding. But what appealed to me 
most was the fact that there is a vigorous relocation pro- 
gram, so that people are not moved out without having 
some place to go. In New York, this seems to me one of 
our great shortcomings; we do not seem to be able to re- 
locate people when we decide to clear a slum area. 


I also felt that in nearly all the Washington 

- projects the new houses were better planned and 

better constructed than in the days when I was 

more familiar with the work being done. Doors to 

closets do not all have to. open out. They are now 

made to slide; and the material used is playwood, 
which makes them inexpensive. 


When I remembered the arguments we went through 
as to whether closets should have doors or should be left 
open for the dust to settle on their contents, it was a 
source of satisfaction to see this solution. The houses are 
really good, not only in public projects but in private hous- 
ing built for low-income groups. There is still much to be 
done, of course, but on the whole, even in outlying areas, 
there are improvements. 

One area on the outskirts of Washington, which I re- 
member as being difficult 25 years ago because the city 
would not extend water and drainage facilities, seems at 
last to be able to build-up because the city has fulfilled 
the promises it should have been able to carry out 25 years
